As used herein the term "bill of exchange" means a bill of exchange as defined in 
Article 1 of the League of Nations convention 1930-31. 

However, as explained elsewhere herein, adoption of subsequent international 
agreements, such as the UNCITRAL convention may enable these requirements to be 
\ met electronically in the future and the term "bill of exchange" is of course intended to 

include such adaptations to the League of Nations definition as may be appropriate for 
electronic commerce. Features such as electronic authentication, optionally verified by 
a digital certificate, effected by personal data identifying the buyer, such as thumb print 
or iris image data, or other electronically signature, may facilitate the use of electronic 
rather than paper documents, and the invention includes such variations.--
